To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  BakewelL 
Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  your  Council  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1918.  In  preparing  that  Annual  Report,  I have  to 
bear  in  mind  the  dii'ections  in  the  Memorandum  as  to  Annual 
Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  year  1918,  issued  by 
the  Local  Government  Board,  which  suggests  that  such  Reports 
shall  be  brief,  giving  the  vital  statistics  for  the  year,  with  a short 
account  of  any  outbreaks  of  disease  and  other  prominent  sanitary 
events  of  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  Influenza,  which  will  be  dealt  with  in 
more  detail,  there  has  been  no  excessive  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease  during  1918.  In  fact,  the  number  of  notifiable  disease 
coming  under  observation  is  probably  the  lowest  figure  since  the 
notification  of  infectious  disease  was  made  compulsory.  ' 

ENTERIC  FEVER. — One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified 
in  January.  The  evening  post  of  January  8th  brought  me  a 
communication  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of  Salford, 
informing  me  that  a girl,  aged  six,  who  had  been  sent  to  the 
Salford  Royal  Hospital,  on  January  4th,  from  Youlgi-eave,  as  a 
“special  abdominal  case’’  bad  proved  to  be  one  of  Enteric  Fever, 
and  that  the  child  had  been  removed  to  their  Infectious  Disease 
Hospital.  The  following  morning  I received  a notification  of  the 
occurrence  of  a case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  Youlgreave,  and  on 
visiting  this  village,  I found  that  this  Certificate  referred  to  tlie 
same  child.  No  insanitary  conditions  were  found  in  the  house  in 
which  the  child  had  lived,  but  I did  find  some  serious  sanitary 
defects  in  an  Institution  the  child  liad  attended.  Unfortunately, 
this  case  terminated  fatally. 
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SCARLET  P^EVER. — Only  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified — one  at  Bradwell  in  December,  one  at  Eyam  Woodlands  in 
September,  one  at  Hathersage  in  August,  and  one  at  Nether  Haddon 
in  October.  In  three  of  the  cases  the  illness  was  traced  to 
infection  outside  the  District,  one  of  the  patients  coming  into  the 
District  from  Rotherham  the  evening  before  the  illness  developed. 
In  one  case,  the  one  from  Bradwell,  I was  unable  to  trace  any 
probable  source  of  infection.  Three  of  the  cases  were  removed  to 
Hospital,  two  to  the  Whitworth  Hospital,  and  one  back  to  Rotherham 
whence  he  had  come. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  brought  to  our 
notice.  They  occurred  as  follows— one  at  Cromford  in  February; 
one  at  Pilsley  in  January ; one  at  Stoke  in  April ; one  at  Stoney 
Middleton  in  September,  and  two  at  Tansley  in  January. 

The  case  at  Cromford  probably  became  infected  from  a 
neighbouring  Sanitary  District  where  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
present. 

At  Pilsley,  the  only  source  of  infection  I could  define  was  from 
one  or  other  of  a number  of  itinerant  vendors  who,  the  mother 
informed  me,  had  visited  the  house  about  that  time. 

The  case  at  Stoke  I could  not  trace  to  any  source.  That 

patient  began  to  be  ill  about  April  1st,  was  first  seen  and  subse- 
quently attended  by  the  notifying  practitioner  on  April  3rd,  who 
notified  the  case  on  April  11th. 

The  case  at  Stoney  Middleton  also,  I could  not  trace,  no 
contact  had  been  made  with  anyone  outside  the  family,  and  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  house  from  which  the  case  was 

notified  were  good. 

The  first  case  notified  from  Tansley,  on  January  1st,  was  in  a 

house  in  which  a case  had  occurred  towards  the  end  of  December, 

1917.  The  second  case,  notified  on  January  18th,  was  a cousin  of 
other  children  who  had  been  attacked  with  Diphtheria  on  December 
22nd,  1917,  and  contact  was  traced  to  them. 
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Our  experience  with  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  at  Tansley,  has 
once  more  demonstrated  the  need  for  proving  a person  who  has 
•uffered  from  Diphtheria  is  bacteriologically  free  from  infection 
before  he  is  declared  free  from  infection,  and  it  is  a safeguard 
which  should  be  insisted  upon  more  especially  now  that  such 
investigation  can  be  made,  free  of  all  cost,  at  the  County 
Liaboratories.  In  my  Monthly  Report  to  your  Council,  dated 
February  1st,  1918,  1 wrote: — 

“ The  notification  Certificate  of  this  case  reached  me  on 
“January  20th,  the  boy  showing  the  first  signs  of  illness  on 
“ January  11th,  and  this  evening  Mr.  Mawer  telephoned  and 
“ informed  me  he  had  received  notice  from  a medical  practitioner 
“in  attendance  that  it  had  recovered,  and  the  house  was  ready 
“ for  disinfection.  It  is  practically  impossible,  under  ordinary 
“ conditions,  for  a case  of  Diphtheria  to  run  its  course  and  be 
“ free  from  infection  in  twenty  days,  and  before  advising 
“ disinfection  I have  written  to  the  notifying  practitioner  and 
“ asked  for  his  observations.  Too  much  care  cannot  he 
“ exercised  in  dealing  with  Diphtheria  infection  if  any  hopes 
“ are  to  be  entertained  of  stamping  out  an  epidemic,  and  the 
“ following  recent  experience  shows  the  need  for  this.  The 
“ cases  in  the  houses  of  Batterley  and  Briddon  were  certified 
“by  the  attending  practitioner  to  be  free  from  infection  and 
“ the  houses  were  disinfected  on  January  25th  and  22nd 
“ respectively.  I then  had  swabs  taken  from  the  children  in 
“ these  houses,  and  to-day  it  is  reported  from  the  Laboratory 
“ that  one  of  the  Batterley  children  has  diphtheria  bacilli 
“ present.  I have  written  to  the  parents  and  to  the  practitioner 
“ who  notified  these  cases  informing  them  of  this  fact,  and 
“ enjoining  the  parents  to  keep  the  child  so  affected  isolated. 
“ The  neglect  of  so  elementary  a precaution  might  have  caused 
“ a widespi'ead  epidemic  if  I had  consented  to  the  children 
“ returning  to  school  after  their  supposed  freedom  from 
“ infection.” 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORIUM. — One  case  of  Ophthalmia 
Neouatorium  was  notified  as  having  occurred  at  Hazleford  in 
September.  The  Health  Visitor  was  notified  of  the  existence  of 
this  case. 


ERYSIPELAS. — Two  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported,  one  at 
Hathersage  in  May,  the  other  at  Monyash  in  July.  The  circumstances 
attending  these  cases  call  for  no  comment. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was 
reported  in  May  as  having  occurred  at  Wardlow.  The  patient  had 
given  birth  to  a macerated  child  on  April  13th,  and  symptoms  of 
the  illness  were  said  to  have  begun  on  the  fourth  day  thereafter. 
I regret  to  say  the  case  terminated  fatally. 


MEASLES. — Twenty-eight  cases  of  Measles  wei'e  notified  during 
1918,  of  this  total,  six  were  notified  by  the  parents  of  the  persons 
affected.  The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  at  Over  Haddon  in 
January  and  February,  seven  cases  being  notified.  The  infection 
was  introduced  by  a child  who  had  been  on  a visit  to  Cold  Eaton. 
In  thirteen  of  the  outbreaks  which  occurred  in  various  Townships, 
we  were  able  to  limit  the  infection  to  the  houses  where  the  case 
first  occurred.  In  some  of  these  outbreaks  the  patient  had  recently 
returned  from  an  infected  area.  This  experience  has  been  most 
satisfactory,  and  shows  that  if  the  occurrence  of  Measles  becomes 
known  early,  measures  can  be  adopted  which  will  check  a potential 
outbreak.  Early  notification  of  Measles  is  of  value,  once  an 
epidemic  is  started  it  cannot  be  expected  to  give  much  assistance. 

The  suggestion  I made  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1917,  that 
the  attention  of  medical  practitioners  should  again  be  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  with  regard  to  Measles  and  German  Measles  a notification 
is  not  required,  if  a previous  case  of  the  same  disease  has  been 
notified  in  the  same  household  or  Institution  during  the  preceding 
two  months  has  had  good  effect,  only  one  instance  of  superfluous 
Measles  notification  occurring  during  the  twelve  months.

GERMAN  MEASLES. — Thirty-nine  cases  of  German  Measles 
were  notified,  by  far  the  greater  number  being  from  Hathersage 
and  Eyam  Woodlands,  both  places  having  constant  communication 
with  the  same  large  centre  of  population.  The  cases  were 
distributed  throughout  the  year. 

TUBERCULAR  DISEASE.  — Forty-one  cases  of  tubercular 
disease  were  notified.  Twenty-nine  were  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  The  other  cases,  tuberculosis  of  cervical  glands,  5 ; 
spine,  3 ; bones,  2 ; chest  wall,  1 ; abdomen,  1.  The  youngest 
person  affected  was  aged  three,  the  oldest  sixty-two  years. 

No  case  of  CEREBRO-SPINAL  MENINGITIS  or  POLIO- 
MYELITIS were  notified  during  the  year. 

INFLUENZA. — During  February  and  March,  a number  of  cases 
of  illness  characterised  by  feverishness  accompanied  by  symptoms  of 
catarrh  of  the  respiratory  organs  occurred,  but  the  mortality  was 
practically  nil.  One  death  was  certified  as  caused  by  Influenza  in 
February,  one  in  March,  two  in  June,  two  in  July,  one  in  August 
and  one  in  September.  One  of  these  deatlis  was  an  infant  of  seven* 
months,  and  three  other  persons,  whose  ages  were  73,  74  and  78 
respectively.  In  viewing  these  cases,  one  has  to  bear  in  mind  the 
fact  that  many  conditions  are  constantly  labelled  “ Influenza,” 
which  are  no  more  due  to  the  Influenza  bacillus  than  they  are  due 
to  the  diphtheria  bacillus.  As  one  medical  writer  aptly  puts  it — 
“Since  about  1890,  Influenza  has  become  a sort  of  diagnostic 
rubbish  heap  on  which  to  cast  every  febrile  state  which  cannot 
with  certainty  be  referred  elsewhere.”  The  ages  of  the  deaths 
certified  as  due  to  “ Influenza”  or  its  complications  in  the  first 
three-quarters  of  the  year  are  not  amongst  those  ages  which  suffered 
during  the  undoubted  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year,  and  one  cannot  help  wondering  how  many  of 
these  deaths  were  really  due  to  another  cause  than  Influenza.  With 
these  remarks  I propose  to  disregard  these  Influenza  deaths  and 
confine  ourselves  to  the  epidemic  of  the  latter  mouths  of  the  year. 
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The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  week  ending, 
Saturda}',  during  that  period  were  as  follows

It  will  be  observed  that  at  all  ages,  except  in  infancy  and  old 
age,  the  number  of  female  deaths  exceeded  the  male  deaths.  Of 
course,  many  of  the  males  of  a military  age  were  away,  but  if 
one  examines  the  occupation  of  the  persons  who  have  died  it  is 
found  that  the  majority  of  these  deaths  have  been  amongst  those 
whose  occupation  necessitates  their  passing  a considerable  portion 
of  their  time  indoors.  This  condition  is  especially  a woman’s 
condition,  and  probably  to  this  fact,  to  a great  extent,  the  excess 
in  female  mortality  is  due.  Most  of  the  adult  females  deaths 
were  amongst  those  whose  duties  were  at  home,  possibly  in  many 
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cases  their  power  of  resistance  had  been  lowered  by  attending  upon 
other  sick  members  of  their  families.  Many  of  the  male  deaths 
were  also  amongst  those  whose  occupation  or  condition  kept  them 
much  within  doors,  and  1 find,  for  instance,  a permanent  cripple 
succumbs,  two  Bank  Cashiers,  Mill  Workers,  Railway  Signalmen, 
Draper,  Clerk,  Shell  Inspector,  Licensed  Victualler  as  examples. 
The  moral  of  this  is  obvious ; the  great  preventive,  and  restorer  if 
attacked,  is  abundant  fresh  air,  and  shows  the  need  of  efficient 
ventilation  in  houses  and  workplaces. 

The  incubation  period  appears  to  be  short.  I have  personally 
had  under  observation  cases  in  which  the  incubation  period  was 
probably  twenty-four  hours  or  even  less. 

The  duration  of  infectivity  is  difficult  to  determine,  it  certainly 
extends  over  the  period  during  which  Catarrahal  symptons  are 
present. 

The  mode  of  spread  is  from  person  to  person,  and  indiscrim- 
ate  coughing  and  sneezing,  without  the  use  of  the  handkerchief, 
which  shoidd  be  boiled,  or  paper,  which  should  be  burnt,  has 
without  doubt  been  the  means  of  infecting  many  persons.  In 

epidemics  like  this  I would  like  to  see  it  made  obligatory  for  every 
person  at  home  or  abroad,  whether  obviously  infected  or  not,  to 
wear  an  efficient  mask  over  the  nose  and  mouth.  Better  to  go 
about  with  a mask  and  put  up  with  a minor  discomfoi't  for  a 
while  rather  than  add  to  the  mortalitj’’,  a mortality  which  takes 
such  a heavy  toll  of  persons  of  an  age  important  to  the  State. 

It  is  possible  that  a previous  attack  protects,  but  the  protection 
is  short.  Certain  it  is  that  persons  who  had  attacks  in  other 
epidemic  times  have  again  been  victims,  but  I have  had  no 

case  under  my  notice  where  a person  has  been  twice  attacked 

during  the  time  of  the  present  epidemic.  A person  who  has  had 

an  attack  of  Influenza  in  one  epidemic  appears  to  be  more  liable 
to  another,  but  this  may  only  mean  that  he  is  peculiarly  susceptible 
to  the  infection. 
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Earl}'^  in  November  I advised  your  Council  to  issue  a short 
Poster  to  be  put  up  in  each  Township,  giving  the  Public  notice 
what  precautionary  measures  are  advisable  to  enable  them  to  escape, 
or,  if  attacked,  to  combat  Epidemic  Influenza.  This  suggestion 
was  adopted,  and  I drew  up  a Poster  in  as  simple  language  as 
possible.  It  is  a pleasing  fact  to  put  on  record  that  these  Posters 
were  not,  as  a rule,  torn  or  otherwise  interfered  with,  and  in  some 
places  even  yet  they  are  to  be  seen  little  the  worse.  I was  often 
told  how  the  Public  appreciated  this  effort  of  your  Council  to  help. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  close  many  of  the  Schools  in  the 
District  in  consequence  of  the  Epidemic,  and  the  following  is  a list 
of  the  Schools  closed  with  the  date  of  closure  and  re-opening  : —

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MALARIA. — From  time  to  time  during  the  year,  I have 
received  notice  from  the  Military  Authorities  that  men  who  had 
suffered  from  Malaria  had  come  into  the  District  on  furlough.  In 
my  Monthly  Report,  dated  June  21st,  1918,  I referred  to  this 
matter  as  follows  : — 

“ I have  had  during  the  month  two  notifications  from 
“ the  Military  Authorities  that  men  suffering  from  chronic 
“Malaria,  contracted  in  each  instance  in  Salonica,  were  coming 
“ into  the  District,  one  to  Eyam,  the  other  to  Hathersage,  on 
“ furlough.  This  serves  to  remind  us  that  it  is  quite  probable 
“ that  Malaria  may  attack  the  civil  population  if,  and  when  a 
“ large  number  of  men  affected  with  Chronic  Malaria  return 
“ home.  All  that  is  needed  is  that  the  female  of  a certain 
“ species  of  Mosquito  shall  act  as  the  transmitter — first,  by 
“ biting  an  affected  person  and  then  a person  up  to  that  time 
“ free  from  this  disease.  This  species  of  Mosquito  we  have 
“present  in  England,  and  the  measures  to  be  adopted  to 
“ prevent  the  spread  of  Malaria  are  those  which  tend  to  prevent 
“ the  breeding  of  these  insects.  They  require  water,  more  or 
“ less  stagnant,  in  which  to  pass  part  of  their  life  history,  so 
“ that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevent  accumulations  of 
“ this  kind,  water-butts  should  be  efficiently  covered,  and  privy 
“ middens  should  be  kept  as  dry  as  possible.  If  the  public 
“were  made  aware  of  the  danger  and  the  mode  in  which  the 
“ disease  is  spread,  much  could  be  done  by  individual  effort  to 
“ prevent  Malaria  again  becoming  endemic  in  England.’’ 

I would  ask  your  serious  consideration  of  this  extract.  The 
Map  showing  the  known  distribution  in  England  and  Wales  of  the 
Anopheline  Mosquitoes,  with  explanatory  Text  and  Notes,  1918, 
issued  by  the  Trustees  of  tlie  British  Museum,  shows  that  the 
malaria-bearing  germs  of  Mosquitoes  have  been  found  in  Derbyshire, 
and  two  of  the  three  more  active  varieties  in  the  town  of  Bakewell 
itself. 

VITAL  STATISTICS — I estimate  the  Population,  based  upon 
the  Census,  to  the  middle  of  1918,  to  be  21,200. 
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DEATHS. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
Year  were  three  hundred  and  eleven,  128  of  these  being  males,  and 
183  females.  This  represents  a death  rate  of  14'G  per  1000  of  the 
population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1918.  Certain  corrections 
have,  however,  to  be  made  to  this  figure.  Thirty-seven  deaths,  24 
males  and  13  females  occurred  outside  the  District  in  persons 
belonging  thereto,  and  six  deaths  occurred  within  the  District  of 
persons  who  came  from  other  Districts,  and  whose  deaths  will  be 
credited  thereto.  The  corrected  number  of  deaths  is,  therefore, 
.343,  a figure  which  gives  a Death  Rate  of  16T  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population.  This,  a higher  figure  than  normally,  is 
accounted  for  by  the  Influenza  mortality. 

Twenty-eight  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of 
age — 11  males  and  17  females.  This  represents  an  Infantile 
Mortality  of  9T2  per  1000  Registered  Births. 

BIRTHS.— The  total  number  of  Births  Registered  during  1918 
were  307,  of  these  157  were  males,  and  150  females.  Of  this 
number  nine  were  illegitimate,  6 boys  and  3 girls.
